Motor Crash Toll 


Continues Climb 


Harrisburg, Nov. 29.—Motor ve- 


hicle accidents continue to show in- 
creases over 1932, the division of 
safety of the department of reve- 
nue reports. During October, 4285 
accidents were reported to the di- 
vision, or 16 per cent more than Oc- 
tober a year ago. 


Accidents reported for the first 


ten months of 1933 totaled 36,376, 
an increase of 2851, or 8.5 per cent 
over the same period in 1932. This 
indicates that automobile accidents 
in Pennsylvania during 1933 will 
probably exceed 44,000, the third 
highest total in six-years. 


These reports show that fatalities, 


injuries and damage to vehicles and 
other property exceed similar fig- 
ures for 1932. Fatalities increased 
1537, or .77 per cent;' non-fatal in- 
juries, 38,878, or 12.9 per cent and 
property damage $4,127,100, or 2.8 
per cent. 


Collisions of automobiles with 


fixed objects and railroad trains are 
less this year, while 88 per cent of 
the increase in all accidents involv- 
ed pedestrians. -The total number 
of pedestrian accidents reported 
since January 1, was 10,397, an in- 
crease of 2514, or 32 per cent as 
compared with the 1932 figures. •

Letters of instruction were mailed 
today by the state department of 
health to the county medical direc­ 
tors and health officers of the larger 
cities warning against the possible 
appearance in this state of amoebic 
dysentery. 
A number of cases of this disease 
have appeared in ’ a mid-western 
state and several fatal cases are 
known to have occurred in the re­ 
cent weeks in Pennsylvania. 
“This move has been taken by the 
department," said Dr. J. 
Moore 
Campbell, chief of the health con­ 
servation bureau, "merely as a pre­ 
ventive measure. While the dis­ 
ease is not particularly rare, the 
number oi discovered case is never 
very large except in unusual condi­ 
tions where localised outbreaks oc­ 
cur. 
“The cause of this malady is a 
minute animal parasite which causes 
disturbances in the alimentary tract 
and sometimes affects the liver as 
a complication. 
"Like typhoid fever the disease 
can be transmitted by water sup­ 
plies containing the parasite, or 
through the medium of food which 
becomes contaminated by the hands 
of a healthy carrier of the organ­ 
ism."

Make New Record 


The third official Pennsylvania 
egg laying contest completed its 
first month with higher records 
than were established by the second 
contest during the corresponding 
month a year ago, according to the 
October report issued by the state 
department 
of 
agriculture. 
The 
percentage production was three 
points higher, the average eggs per 
bird one greater, and the average 
egg weight per dozen one-half ounce 
more than a year ago. The ten 
leading pens in October this year, 
all averaged more points and the 
two highest birds each laid twenty- 
nine eggs compared with twenty- 
eight eggs by the two leading birds 
in the 1932 contest. 
Ninety-seven pens are entered this 


year compared with 96 pens a yea»* 
ago.
